study of the needs of the town we recommend that the town pur- 
chase twenty or perhaps twenty-five lamps similar to some that are 
already owned by private parties and put them where they are 
most needed on the streets of the town and arrange with different 
parties to care for them. We believe such a system, although per- 
haps not perfect, would be the most economical to the town and for 
the present would answer all purposes. We do not feel that the ex- 
pense of electric lights could be afforded at present, and we there- 
fore recommend that $200.00 be raised for lamps and maintenance 
the coming year. For the various other sums called for on the 
warrant we would recommend that the town raise money as follows:

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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


To the parents and citizens of the school district of Troy: 


In accordance with our usual custom, we herewith submit to 
you our reports of the schools of 'T'roy: 

The committee are happy to state that the year has been upon 
‘the whole an exceedingly prosperous one. 

The different schools have continued under the same instructors 
with a few slight changes which we will now enumerate. 

Miss Grace Clark left us at the commencement of the fall term 
to accept a position in the Rindge schools and we procured as a sub- 
stitute Miss Seaward of Manchester, N. H., under whose manage- 
ment the Hast Hill school made good progress. 

At West Hill, Miss Gardner was obliged to give up her school on 
account of poor health and we procured Miss Barker of Nelson, 
N. H., to fill her place. 

During the fall term on account of the congested condition of 
Mrs. Parker’s and Miss Merrill’s rooms (Mrs. Parker having sev- 
enty and Miss Merrill fifty pupils approximately) it was deemed 
advisable to appoint an assistant in these two rooms. To fill the 
position we appointed Miss Seaward, bringing Miss Barker from 
West Hill at the close of her term, to take Miss Seaward’s school at 
East Hill. This addition to our corps of teachers has worked very 
satisfactorily and the chances are that we shall be obliged to con- 
tinue the arrangement another year as the fourth and fifth grades 
will probably be materially increased. 

At the beginning of the winter term, Miss Merrill left us to take 
a position at Winchendon, Mass., and we were very fortunate to 
procure Miss Edith Grant, who had previously taught in the Merri- 
field district. Miss Grant, during her stay in town, has shown 
marked improvement as a teacher and we think ourselves especially 
favored to be able to place her in charge of our intermediate de- 
partment. 
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As to our other teachers, nothing needs to be said. We think 
. we have as good, if not a better, corps of teachers than any other 
town of our size in the state. 

We should be especially negligent, however, if we forgot to men- 
tion the improvement that has been made in music and drawing in 
the last year. ‘T'his is an important part of our curriculum and one 

which we hope to continue for many years to come. | 

We graduated a class of two last June. Itisa discouraging out- 
look to have our classes decrease in sizes as they have done hereto- 
fore. 

We certainly have as good a course as is offered in any town of 
the county and it is surely up to the parents to keep their children 
in school. This subject is one that has been considered before and 
we can say very little without repeating ourselves. 

The school bwildings are all in very good condition, necessitat- 
ing very few minor repairs in the last year. 

There has also been an important change in the supervisory dis- 
trict. You probably are aware that with Winchester in the district 
’ it was not a good working district, Winchester having so many 
more schools, and being so, far situated necessitated too much of the 
supervisor’s time. | 

At the meeting of the first supervisory district held at Troy im 
July it was deemed, best to. give Winchester leave to withdraw and 
Rindge was voted in to fill her place. Under the new regime things 
have progressed, in first-rate shape, the new apportionment being as 
follows:

Rindge, 140. 00° 
Troy, 167 50 


We certainly hope the town will see fit to continue the super- 
visory idea as by it our schools have been brought to a higher level 
and also, we have been materially assisted by the state, receiving 
$471.00. in the past year. ‘This addition to our school funds is in- 
tended to increase the efficien¢y of our schools. 

1. By lengthening the school year. 
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2. By paying better salaries to teachers, thus enabling us to de- 
mand and employ a higher grade of teaching ability. 

3. By securing expert supervision of our schools. 

This aid is furnished us with the foregoing ideas in view and if 
we do not continue in the same way we can not expect it from the 
state in years to come. 

You will notice in our financial report following that the books 
show a balance of $519.05, practically the same as last year. There 
is, however, about $40.00 due Fitzwilliam for tuition furnished 
scholars at Bowkerville which would make a balance of about $480. 

We recommend raising for the support of schools in addition to 
that required by law $1,100 and for books and supplies $250.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS, 
For THE YEAR 1904-1905. 


To the School Board of Troy: 

Gentlemen.—I have the honor to submit my report as super- 
intendent of schools. 

There are about thirty children of school age in the three out- 
lying districts. Five of these now attend the village school from 
preference and two more are thinking of coming. 
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To this small number the crowded lower grades of the village 
school presents a marked contrast. The smallest of the first four 
grades (not schools) contains more pupils than the three little 
schools taken together. ‘These four classes have 139 pupils, 19 
more than last year. ‘The secondary and intermediate rooms have 
116 children, about one-half of the total enrollment of the town. 

The intermediate began the year with 56 pupils. There are 
now 47. Next fall there will be more rather than less, for the 
present third and fourth grades contain 68 children, eight more 
than last year. 

Exactly one-third (69) of the pupils in the village school, or 
about 29 per cent of all in town, are to be found in one room, the’ 
secondary department. ‘There are 38 in one class, grade 3. 

Primary pupils need more individual attention than those of 
higher grades. _One teacher with 69 children can give in the 
schoolhouse but little over four minutes to each child in all his 
recitations and his seat work. 

T'o make room for others, it is necessary to promote pupils who 
ought to repeat the year’s work. ‘This practice is particularly ob- 
jectionable in the primary grades. Unless children have at least 
learned to read farily well they are helpless when several new text- 
books are put into their hands in grade 4. The transition from 
grade 3 to grade 4 is the hardest in the elementary school. 

Under such conditions the work of the intermediate depart- 
ment is bound to be unsatisfactory. A considerable number of the 
pupils cannot do the required work well. 

The ideal solution of this problem would be to divide the chil- 
dren in grades 2, 3, 4 and 5 into three separate schools. ‘This 
would give 39 in a room, as many as any one teacher ever ought to 
have. Since there is no extra room this is impracticable. 

A year ago last fall the plan was tried of having the primary 
teacher dismiss her classes early and take several recitations daily 
from the secondary department. The result was a decided gain for 
that school. This arrangement was continued this year. Last 
fall, however, there were 40 children in the primary department and 
the number in the secondary also increased. The primary teacher 
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earried this burden faithfully and well but is was too much to put 
upon any teacher. She needed all her time for her own pupils. 

Late in November the West Hill school was closed. Only four 
children were then attending. It was decided to transfer the 
teacher to Hast Hill and place the East Hill teacher in the village , 
school as an assistant. 

In this capacity she has spend a little less than one-third of her 
time in the intermediate department and the remainder in the sec- 
ondary. 

In the intermediate the nine poorest readers in each grade 
were formed into two special classes and given extra drill every day 
by the assistant. Her other work in the room consisted in giving 
individual help in the arithmetic of grade 5 and in correcting the 
spelling books and arithmetic papers of both classes. 

Both of the large grades of the secondary department were 
divided in part of the work. ‘The assistant taught in this room 
eight classes daily. Regular lessons—short and simple but svys- 
tematic—in geography, physiology and history were introduced 
into this school. Without an assistant there is not time for these. 
That primary geography especially should be taught in the third 
grade is most important. Without this work as a foundation a 
class is not able to cope with the regular text-book of the next year. 

Four-fifths of the assistant’s time in school hours has been given 
to conducting regular recitations. This is very different from 
merely correcting papers, occasionally hearing a class and doing the 
odd jobs. For this no great qualifications are required. When, 
however, most of the assistant’s time is devoted to the difficult task 
of class teaching a good teacher must be employed.

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THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE. 


To the inhabitants of the town of Troy qualified to vote in town 
affairs : 


You are hereby notified to meet at the town hall in said town 
on the second Tuesday, the 14th day of March next, at ten of the 
clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects : 

ARTICLE 1—To choose by ballot and major vote a town clerk, 
three selectmen, a town treasurer, a road agent or agents, and all 
other town officers and agents. | 

Art. 2—T'o raise such sums of money as may be necessary for 
the maintenance of the poor. 

Art. 8—To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for 
repairing highways and bridges. 

Art. 4—To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for 
school supplies. 

Art. 5—To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for 
all other necessary town charges. 

Art. 6—To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for 
the public library in addition to the sum required by law. 

Art. 7—To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for 
the support of the police court the coming year. 

Art. 8—To see what sum of money the town will raise for 
street lights or take any action in relation thereto. 

Arr. 9—To see if the town will vote to raise such sums of 
money as may be necessary for free band concerts, or take any 
action in relation thereto. 

Art. 10—To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for 
Decoration day and choose a committee to expend the same, 
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Art. 11—To see if the town will vote to exempt from taxation 
money borrowed from residents of the town. : 
Arr. 12—To see if the town will vote to instruct the selectmen 
to borrow money to pay town charges. 
Arr. 13—To hear the reports of agents, auditors, or committees 
heretofore chosen and take any action in relation thereto. ai 
Art. 14—To transact any other business that may legally come 
before said meeting.
